“Since our departure from the gold stan- 
dard the Bank rate has remained, ? ap Ae 
that do not appear convincing, at a level 
which seriously hampers trade recovery,” 
This caustic comment on the present situs 
made by Mr. McKenna agrees with a wide- 
spread opinion held in the city (says The 
Observer).

There is no fear of a famine in the 
city. There is already a good supply of 
food in the Settlement, meat supplies are 
guaranteed, and there is enough rice to 
supply all the Chinese in the Settlement 
for two weeks; while vegetables are still 
coming in from the country. in good 
quantities, and the markets are well 
stocked. 

Meanwhile the heart of Chapei is 
beginning to burn itself out.

Snipers were busy in various parts of 
the French Concession and the Inter- 
national Settlement this afternoon. The 
municipal police, however, have increased 
in vigilance, and the trouble is not 
spreading. 

A Japanese warship, lying in the river 
off the Bund, opened fire with a machine- 
gun on the Garden Bridge, which connects 
the Hongkew district with the Settlement. 
Three Chinese refugess, who were cross- 
ing into the Settlement, were killed by 
bullets from this machine-gun. 

Fire was opened on the ground that the 
bridge was harbouring snipers. 


BRITISH POLICE ATTACKED. 

All Japanese residents in that section 
of the International Settlement which is 
being guarded by foreign forces were 
ordered this afternoon to withdraw to the 
Hongkew area, which the Japanese are 
holding. 

About a dozen persons in the Inter- 
national Settlement have been wounded 
by stray bullets, but up till the present 
there have been no British civilian 
casualties.

OIL BUBBLES ON 
THE WATER. 


SPECIAL APPARATUS 
BEING USED.

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NFORMATION was received at the 
Admiralty yesterday regarding the 
efforts being made to locate the lost sub- 
marine M 2, that minute oil bubbles had 
been noticed at one spot, and that the area 
is being searched. 

The Rear-Admiral in charge. of Sub- 
marines has reported to the Admiralty that 
he had verified that two or three obstacles 
investigated were wrecks and not the M 2. 
The statement added that he was now 
searching in three other positions with 
divers. '' In one position,” it was stated, 
“minute oil bubbles have been seen. He 
is searching that position with divers, and 
whether anything is located or not he is 
going to have a general-sweep of the area 
with mine-sweepers.’’ 

The search was continued yésterday with 
the aid of special new diving and dragging 
apparatus. Vessels engaged in the search 
have found an obstruction, the dimensions 
of which are sttaed to be similar to the 
M 2. At every low tide divers descend to 
investigate the objects as they are located, 
but the general view last night was that 
some time would elapse before M 2 would 
be found. The search will be continued 
by the destroyers and sweepers, and 
H.M.S. Stronghold, which brought over 
the new apparatus from Portsmouth, will 
take an important part in the operations 
during the next three days. The divers, 
who are investigating the spot where oil 
has been found to be bubbling, are handi- 
capped by the strong current.

THE LAND ANNUITIES.

MONAGHAN, Sunday. 

Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister for Finance, 
met the farmers of Errigal at Ballyocean 
last night, where he discussed with them 
matters arising out of failure of their crops 
in that area. 

To-day the Minister spoke at Tydavnet, 
Scotstown and Threemilehouse. There 
were some interruptions at the Scotstown 
meeting, led by one man, who was cheered 
by small boys. 

Mr. Blythe said that the one thing in the 
Fianna Fail policy that would be good for 
the farmer, if it was possible, was the hold- 
ing of land annuities. Every other thing 
in their policy would be bad for the 
farmer. High tariffs would be bad for the 
farmers, a quarrel with England would be 
bad for farmers. The Government had 
examined this question of land annuities, 
and had got the advice of independent 
lawyers, and they had given the Govern- 
ment their reasons why the land annuities 
had to be paid over te Great.

THE PEACE MOVEMENT.
